E.  Stanley  Jones 


W'lien,  on  November  9,  1941,  Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones  received  the  degree  of  honorary 
rector  from  the  University  of  Dubuque,  it  was  the  second  event  of  that  sort  to  take  place 
in  the  history  of  the  school.  This  conferring  of  an  honorary  rectorial  degree  first  occurred 
two  years  ago  when  Thomas  Mann,  world-famous  writer,  was  installed  in  that  capacity. 

St.  Luke’s  Methodist  Church  was  again  the  scene  of  the  rectorial  convocation  this 
year,  with  all  the  pomp  and  circumstance  of  such  an  impressive  occasion  being  included 
in  the  ceremony.  Present  were  the  entire  senior  class  and  the  faculty,  all  wearing  academic 
caps  and  gowns.  In  keeping  with  the  scholastic  nature  of  the  occasion,  Homer  Conzett, 
president  of  the  Student  Council,  read  the  Legend  of  the  Mace,  now  a traditional  part  of 
every  similar  event.  Linally,  to  lend  a conclusive  religious  note  to  the  setting,  the  Uni- 
versity a cappella  choir,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Noel  J.  Logan,  presented  several  num- 
bers. This  latter  portion  of  the  program  and  most  of  Dr.  Jones’  rectorial  address  were 
broadcast  over  both  the  Dubuque  radio  stations. 

Dr.  Jones  is  probably  most  famed  for  his  missionary  work  which  has  taken  him  to 
widely  scattered  parts  of  the  globe.  Next  on  his  list  of  accomplishments  may  be  included 
a large  number  of  books  on  subjects  of  interest  to  Christians  as  a whole.  One  of  these 
books,  Christ  oi  the  Indian  Road,  was  written  in  part  while  Dr.  Jones  was  visiting 
in  Dubuque  several  years  ago. 

His  wide  knowledge  of  and  familiarity  with  everyday  Christian  problems  made  him 
an  ideal  leader  the  short  while  Dr.  Jones  was  on  the  campus.  He  has  a manner  of  ex- 
pressing himself  which  caused  all  of  his  addresses  to  be  well  attended,  and  his  ability  to 
give  sound  advice  in  answer  to  almost  any  problems  put  to  him  made  Dr.  Jones  one  of 
the  busiest  men  at  Dubuque  the  few  days  he  was  here.

The  class  ol  1942  was  reteri'cil  to  the 
L'niscrsity  oi  Diihiique  by  tlie  faculty  ol 
various  Itigh  schools  in  Septciiiher,  193H, 
lor  treatment  ol  general  lack  of  culture, 
incorrigibility  and  hypermoronicism. 

It  all  began  when  some  sophomore 
shoLited,  "Hey,  freshman,  button!” 
Spurred  on  by  that  challenge,  the  class 
changed  the  insult  into  a battle  cry,  ''Re- 
member the  btitton!”  With  this  slogan  on 
their  lips  and  in  their  hearts,  they  downed 
the  sophomore  class  in  the  annual  tug-of- 
war.  Thus,  having  asserted  their  super- 
iority and  consequently  their  authority, 
the  class  now  was  organized.  It  began  to 
click  as  a unit.  A spark  of  intelligence 
began  to  flicker  in  the  group.  Professors 
were  amazed.  Their  heads  were  seen  to 
pop  out  of  the  various  cubicles  into  which 
they  had  disappeared  many  years  before. 
The  old  superstition  that  the  darkened 
holes  were  catacombs  was  broken;  they 
turned  our  to  be  department  offices. 

The  Class  of  the  Renaissance  (for  that’s 
what  they  were  known  as  now)  contrib- 
uted much  to  the  rebirth  of  the  school. 
Scholasticism  rose  higher  than  it  had  ever 
been  before.  The  class  of  ’42  brought  to 
the  University  men  that  made  us  what  we 


.ire  today  — "A  College  of  Champions.” 
Records  were  broken  in  track,  and  confer- 
ence winning  teams  were  turned  out  in 
basketball,  iootball  and  wrestling. 

Nor  was  the  class  without  its  glamour. 
All  sorts  of  queens  blossomed  in  this  great 
body,  almost  to  the  point  where  they  had 
to  create  events  to  crown  them  all.  "Ap- 
peal” so  electrified  the  air  that  Severance 
parlor  took  on  the  appearance  of  a fra- 
ternity club  room. 

The  class  of  ’42  was  one  of  artistic 
temperament.  The  dramatics  department 
began  the  very  year  this  class  entered,  and 
not  only  drew  its  material  from  these  stu- 
dents, but  has  achieved  its  greatest  suc- 
cess dining  this  class’s  regime.  The  Cue 
flourished  along  with  the  individual  wri- 
ters who  made  it  an  outstanding  contri- 
bution. The  class  took  on  personality  by 
the  works  of  various  poets  and  outstand- 
ing musicians  whom  it  nourished  to  ma- 
turity in  its  four  years’  growth.  Its 
achievements  have  been  so  varied  and 
unique  that  people  can  point  to  material 
things  such  as  "freedom  from  debt,”  an 
enlarged  faculty  and  program,  and  the 
new  student  lounge,  and  say,  "Yes,  that 
happened  during  the  class  of  ’42.”

The  Theological  Seminary  of  the  University  of  Dubuque,  in  its  ninetieth  year,  re- 
joiced when,  on  November  11,  1941,  Dr.  Frederick  Bronkema  was  installed  as  professor 
of  systematic  theology.  But  it  experienced  a tremendous  loss  when  Dr.  John  A.  Garber, 
professor  of  religious  education  and  homiletics,  assumed  pastoral  duties  at  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Madeira,  Ohio. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dean  C.  Vin  White,  the  faculty  and  students  began  the 
school  year  on  September  1 S with  the  prayer  and  hope  of  being  Christian  beacon  lights  in 
a darkening  world. 

The  officers  elected  for  the  Fellowship  Council  were:  John  Flodgson,  president; 

Warren  Johnson,  vice-president,  and  Calvin  Willemssen,  secretary-treasurer.  The  com- 
mittee chairmen  appointed  were:  David  Gelzer,  devotional;  Fioward  Strong,  fellowship, 
and  Emmett  Goetschius  and  Edward  Cass,  recreational.  Daily  chapel  services,  led  by 
students,  faculty  and  guest  speakers,  as  well  as  daily  prayer  groups,  were  an  integral  part 
of  our  experience. 

At  fellowships,  which  met  once  a month,  the  faculty  and  students  enjoyed  Chris- 
tian brotherhood,  eating  together  and  listening  to  prominent  speakers.  Physical  needs 
were  taken  care  of  by  weekly  workouts  in  the  gym,  participation  in  intramural  sports, 
and  horse-shoe,  tennis  and  ping-pong  tournaments. 

E.  Stanley  Jones  was  the  principal  speaker  at  our  largest  annual  pastors’  conference 
held  in  November.  Two  communion  services  were  held  during  the  year.  The  first, 
according  to  tradition,  was  a candlelight  service  at  ten  o’clock  the  last  night  before  Christ- 
mas vacation;  the  other  took  place  on  Holy  Thursday. 

Over  fifty  per  cent  of  the  students  had  regular  churches.  Others  aided  in  church 
services,  took  part  in  young  people’s  work,  taught  Sunday  school  classes,  and  conducted 
religious  radio  programs. 

Realizing  that  we  have  fallen  short  in  many  ways,  we  are  nevertheless  deeply  grate- 
ful for  this  year’s  many  rich  and  lasting  religious  experiences.

I want  to  remember  these,  especial- 
ly, so  I’ll  jot  ’em  down.

Sophomores,  by  decorating  "the  great  Ship  Severance;”  Alumni  hospitality  prize — First,  Francis  Eberhart 
’40,  second,  Robert  Peterson  ’40,  third,  Ralph  Zimmerman  ’24;  Severance  room  decorating  contest  — 
First,  Jeanne  Popp  and  Miriam  Barrett,  secontl,  Norine  Cook  and  Merna  Aitchison.  Then  there  were 
gifts  awarded  to  members  of  the  football  squad. 

The  main  speaker  of  the  evening  was  Ted  Griffin  of  the  class  of  1928. 

The  dance  later  in  the  evening  was  really  a success.  "The  Royal  Knights”  of  Chicago  furnished 
the  music,  all  of  thena  strikingly  young.  I suppose  it  was  "National  Defense  ’’that  put  the  damper  on 
any  elaborate  decorations.  However,  the  simplicity  of  the  decorations  was  in  very  good  taste.  A large 
navy  blue  cloth  covered  with  b)’s  backed  up  the  orchestra.  Phil  Pepoff  was  introduced  at  intermission 
as  homecoming  queen. 

October  18,  1941.  Saturday.  Today  was  the  annual  Sadie  Hawkins  Day  (Opportunity  Day  to  the 
girls).  As  per  custom,  I chased  Beanie  and  ran  and  ran  and  ran,  until  he  finally  caught  me.  The  Dog- 
patch  costumes  were  really  a scream  and  everyone  co-operated  beautifully  in  leaving  all  formality  at 
home.  And  what  could  have  been  more  appropriate  than  apple  cider  and  pretzel  sticks?  "Between  halves” 
Dogpatch  beauties  rendered  a dance  (?),  and  then  we  witnessed  the  wedding  (mock)  of  the  two  win- 
ners of  the  costume  contest — b)ick  Olsen  and  Gayl  Roberts.  Honestly,  we  didn’t  have  a single  sensible 
thought  all  evening. 

November  1,  1941.  Saturday.  Beanie  and  I really  enjoyed  stepping  out  in  formal  style  for  the  Inter- 
fraternity Dance  tonight.  The  Commons  was  decorated  in  true  Halloween  spirit.  We  entered  through  a 
huge  pumpkin  door  to  find  ourselves  in  a typical  moonlight  Harvest  scene.  Behind  the  orchestra  — 
Larry  Foster’s — was  pictured  a witch  riding  her  broomstick  through  the  night,  with  a round,  yellow  har- 
vest moon  overhead.  Everywhere  we  looked  were  black  cats,  cornstalks  and  jack-o’-lanterns.  As  is  done 
each  year  at  this  dance,  each  of  the  four  corners  held  the  banner  of  a particular  fraternity,  and  during 
the  intermission  each  fraternity  sponsored  an  act. 

November  9,  1941.  Sunday.  At  last  the  new  lounge  is  open!  The  dedication  was  held  this  afternoon 
and  it  was  officially  named  the  Jacob  Conzett  Room.  The  beautiful  oak  furniture,  carved  tables,  bright 
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Novumhf.r  9,  1 941 : "Then, 
this  ei'eiiiii}^  was  the  rcctoral 
convocation.” 


tapestry,  and  the  abundance  of  easy  chairs,  tables,  coffee  tables  and  sofas  make  the  room  not  only  attrac- 
tive but  very  practical.  The  lounge  is  completely  furnished  in  a feudal  pattern,  with  British  oak  of 
feudal  finish.  The  kitchenette,  radio  and  fireplace  add  the  finishing  touches  that  make  this  truly  a won- 
derful addition  to  our  college  campus. 

Then,  this  evening  was  the  rectorial  convocation.  It  will  be  a long  time  before  I again  will  wit- 
ness as  colorful  and  as  stately  a service  as  this.  Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones  was  installed  as  the  second  honorary 
rector  and  we  felt  mighty  fortunate  in  having  so  great  and  outstanding  a world  citizen  as  he  with  us. 
St.  Luke’s  Church  was  jammed  almost  beyond  capacity  with  students,  faculty  and  friends.  His  address 
was  titled  "Is  the  Christian  Answer  Realistic?”  Of  course  academic  display  played  a large  part  in  the 
program,  and  all  the  members  of  the  faculty  were  there  as  well  as  the  Senior  class.  Homer  Conzett 
led  the  academic  procession  with  the  mace  of  Adrian  Van  Vliet  and  read  the  mace  legend. 

December  8,  1941.  Monday.  What  an  atmosphere  around  school!  The  reason  — war.  Everywhere 
there’s  almost  constant  conversation  of  the  United  States’  entry  into  the  World  War  II,  and  to  concen- 
trate on  studying  was  practically  an  impossibility  as  far  as  most  of  us  were  concerned. 

I don’t  think  I’ll  ever  forget  hearing  President  Roosevelt  request  Congress  to  declare  war  against 
the  aggressors.  By  11:30  a.  m.  a large  crowd  of  students  had  gathered  in  the  student  lounge  around  the 
radio.  When  the  speech  was  announced,  everybody  became  quiet;  each  one  listened  intently  to  every 
word  that  the  President  said,  each  seeming  to  agree  heartily  with  every  one  of  his  conclusions. 

I realize  now  that  the  history-making  events  of  yesterday  and  today  are  going  to  affect  drastically 
each  one  of  the  college  students  at  Dubuque — including  Beanie  and  me. 


December  12,  1941.  Friday.  Tonight  each  dorm  girl  invited  one  (or  six)  of  the  town  girls  to  the 
dorm  for  her  overnight  guest  (or  guests).  Following  traditional  procedure,  we  all  went  in  a group  to 
sing  carols  at  the  neighbor- 
ing faculty  homes.  After- 
wards we  were  royally  en- 
tertained in  Severance  par- 
lors. First  came  a Christmas 
story  by  Marguerite  Walsh; 
then  the  ever  - popular 
Ni^ht  Before  Christmas

After  refreshments  were  served  we  all  re- 
tired to  our  rooms  for  a slumber  party,  acccitt  definitely  not  on  slumber.  Tomorrow  morning  they’re  go- 
ing to  ser\e  breakfast  to  us  in  the  parlor  from  eight  to  ten — and  that’s  what  1 call  the  height  of  luxury! 
I nijRUARY  1 3,  1 942.  Friday.  In  spite  of  the  date,  I managed  to  live  through  this  day  of  superstition. 
In  fact,  1 even  had  a date  wdth  Beanie  for  the  Steffens  Hall  Penny  Carnival,  stuffing  myself  with  hot 
dogs  and  sotia  water  and  really  tossing  away  Beanie’s  money. 

W'e  danced  under  the  rotunda  and  there  was  so  much  confetti  that  it  was  almost  like  a wctlding. 
I wonder  if  I’ll  ever  get  it  all  combed  out  of  my  hair. 

l i bRUAR'i  20,  1942.  I'riday.  The  Washington  Dinner-Dance  that  Beanie  and  1 went  to  this  evening 
was  one  of  the  leading  social  aftairs  of  the  school  year.  Decorations  well  in  keeping  with  the  patriotic 
theme  of  the  affair  consisted  of  a star-studded  backdrop  behind  the  orchestra — Larry  Foster’s — and  on 
the  walls  were  hatchets,  flags,  and  silhouettes  of  Washington  himself. 

Students  dressed  in  colonial  costumes  gave  a lot  of  color  to  the  dinner-dance,  even  leading  a grand 

march  into  the  Commons  before  dinner.  During  the 
banquet  entertainment  was  provided,  and  somehow  every- 
thing seemed  special  this  evening. 

March  27,  1942.  Friday.  Tonight  at  the  Junior  Prom, 
in  the  center  of  the  Commons  floor,  was  transplanted  a 
spring  scene — green  grass,  budding  shrubs,  mossy  rocks 
and  furry  bunnies.  Gaily  colored  spring  flowers  and  fan- 
cy sketches  of  rabbits  decorated  the  walls. 

Bobby  Griggs’  music  was  really  smooth.  His  arrange- 
ment of  Bines  in  /he  Nigh/  was  sumpin’.  Diary.  Junior 
proms  always  require  a queen  to  be  thoroughly  success- 
ful, it  seems,  and  we  all  were  simply  gleeful  when  Ben 
Fitzpatrick,  president  of  the  junior  class,  announced  his 
class’s  choice  for  this  honor,  DeLite  May.  Both  Dee 
and  Ben  led  the  grand  naarch,  then,  followed  by  enter- 
tainment during  intermission  which  consisted  of  piano 
selections  by  Forrest  Conway  and  some  acrobatic  dancing.

Early  in  the  school  year  each  class  elected  two  of  its  members  to  serve  on  the  Stu- 
dent Council.  The  seniors  chose  Dorothy  Laskey  and  Gail  Bailey;  the  juniors,  Grace 
Herrmann  and  Robert  MacAskill.  The  sophomore  class  was  represented  by  Norine  Cook 
and  Paul  Ipsen,  while  the  freshman  members  were  Alys  Peterson  and  Phil  Infelise.  The 
seminary  students  this  year  were,  for  the  first  time,  allowed  to  send  one  of  their  number, 
Robert  Arends,  to  the  council  meetings. 

President  of  the  group  was  Homer  Conzett,  who  was  elected  by  the  entire  student 
body.  Other  Student  Council  officers  were  chosen  by  the  members  of  the  group  and 
included  Robert  MacAskill,  vice-president  Gail  Bailey,  treasurer,  and  Norine  Cook, 
secretary. 

Following  its  customary  plan,  the  council  sponsored  several  important  social  events 
throughout  the  year,  the  first  of  which  was  a student  reception  on  November  10  in  the 
Conzett  Lounge,  with  Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones,  our  honorary  rector,  as  guest  of  honor.

YWCA 


In  keeping  with  its  aim  of  developing  the  spiritual,  physical,  mental  and  social  traits 
of  all  its  members,  the  YWCA  formulated  a program  of  wide  variety  in  1941  and  1942. 
The  program  was  designed  to  stimulate  friendship  and  co-operative  activities  for  all  girls 
of  all  types,  ages  and  races;  to  create  an  awareness  of  the  place  of  Christian  women  in 
contemporary  national  and  international  conditions,  and  to  develop  a working  Christian 
growth  — both  for  the  group  and  the  individual. 

Over  100  members  participated  actively  under  the  able  guidance  of  President  Mar- 
guerite Walsh  and  her  cabinet.  Other  cabinet  othcers  were  Joan  Curtis,  vice-president; 
Grace  Herrmann,  secretary,  and  Elizabeth  Powers,  treasurer.  Faculty  advisers  were  Miss 
Maurine  Happ,  Mrs.  Samuel  George  and  Mrs.  Donald  Eyssen.  During  the  first  semester 
Mrs.  John  Garber  also  was  an  adviser. 

Cabinet  members  having  charge  of  the  varied  activities  were  Betty  Blondin  and 
Donna  Lee,  membership;  Vera  Martindale  and  Eloise  Driscoll,  publicity;  Claire  Schwane- 
beck  and  Eleanor  Wise,  service;  Ruth  Phillips  and  Laura  Jo  Goldsmith,  social;  Dorothy 
Papke,  historian;  Virginia  Winskell,  devotions;  Merna  Aitchison,  music,  and  Dorothy 
Drake  and  Norine  Cook,  Gospel  Team  representatives. 

Programs  for  the  year  included  a book  review  tea,  a discussion  on  good  taste  in 
clothing,  an  evening  Christmas  program,  a ceremony  describing  "YWCA  Candles  In  a 
World  Blackout,”  and  a round  table  discussion  on  "The  Effect  of  the  War  On  Our 
Morals,  Marriages  and  Careers.” 

Among  the  annual  activities  were  the  distribution  of  Thanksgiving  baskets  to  Du- 
buque’s needy,  the  doll-dressing  contest  to  prepare  Christmas  cheer  for  unfortunate  chil- 
dren, the  providing  of  a Christmas  tree  for  the  new  student  lounge,  the  sponsoring  of  the 
all-school  Christmas  banquet  and  nativity  pageant,  the  May  Fete,  and  several  all-school 
roller  skating  parties.  The  YW  also  co-operated  with  the  YMCA  in  sponsoring  a freshman 
picnic  at  Eagle  Point  Park  during  the  Freshman  Days. 
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The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of  the  University  of  Dubuque  is  a fellow- 
ship of  students  and  faculty  members  who,  by  study,  worship  and  service,  strive  to  under- 
stand Christ  and  His  spirit  and  endeavor  to  serve  their  fellowmen  on  the  campus,  in  the 
nation  and  in  the  world.

The  Cue 


Crystallizing  the  knowledge  of  the  previous  staffs  in  the  6-year  history  of  The  Cue, 
the  1941-42  student  newspaper  staff  published  a paper  superior  enough  to  merit  nation- 
wide honors  from  the  Associated  Collegiate  Press  in  that  body’s  annual  official  poll. 

At  the  national  A.C.P.  convention  in  St.  Louis  in  November  an  informal  group  of 
editors  from  forty  states  rated  The  Cue  the  best  paper  in  its  class  on  a basis  of  artistic 
layout,  headlines,  and  make-up.  The  editor  was  a delegate  to  the  meeting. 

Other  highlights  of  the  publication  year  included  the  personal  appearance  of  Bob 
Feller,  major  league  baseball  pitcher  who  was  in  Dubuque,  to  accept  the  honorary  sports 
editorship  of  The  Cue.  At  the  same  time  Rex  Smith,  international  editor  of  metro- 
politan editions,  accepted  the  honorary  editorship. 

The  paper  was  published  bi-weekly  by  a student  staff  headed  by  Klyph  Kruse,  arts 
senior,  as  editor-in-chief,  and  Dorothy  Laskey,  arts  senior,  as  business  manager.  Gene 
Gratz,  sophomore,  acted  as  managing  editor,  while  other  editorial  posts  changed  hands 
several  times. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  The  Cue  was  exchanged  each  issue  with  over  100  col- 
leges and  universities  including  Texas,  Minnesota,  Dartmouth,  and  Nebraska  universities. 
Papers  were  exchanged  with  schools  in  every  state  of  the  Union,  plus  Canada,  Mexico, 
Cuba,  Ffawaii,  Uruguay,  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa.

The  Key 

This  yearbook  is  the  project  of  the  junior  class  which  elected  the  editor-in-chief, 
Claire  Schwanebeck,  and  the  business  manager,  Paul  Ukena,  following  the  first  open 
campaign  in  the  history  of  the  school  for  these  positions  last  spring.  Other  positions  on 
the  staff  were  filled  through  appointments  made  by  the  editor  and  business  manager. 

In  addition  to  the  publishing  of  this  yearbook,  the  new  Key  office  was  a project  of 
this  year’s  staff.  The  office,  situated  In  the  basement  of  Steffens  Hall,  was  made  avail- 
able at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  to  the  students  working  on  the  book.  A working 
budget  of  approximately  half  that  of  preceding  years  was  the  maximum  with  which  the 
staff  had  to  work. 

Unforeseen  events,  such  as  the  loss  of  several  of  its  sectional  editors  and  the  accel- 
erated program  of  classes,  changed  many  of  the  plans  made  by  the  staff  of  the  1943  Key. 
Three  members  of  the  staff  were  forced  to  leave  their  duties  in  the  middle  of  the  year. 
Betty  Daykin,  advertising  manager,  withdrew  from  school  to  marry  Hugh  Phillips,  a 
junior  in  the  arts  college.  This  vacancy  was  filled  by  Eldon  Smith.  Jim  Wright  left 
suddenly  to  join  the  nation’s  air  force,  thus  leaving  the  sport  section  editorship  vacant. 
George  Baumgartner  took  over  his  duties  in  that  capacity. 

f inally,  Lowell  Johnson  was  forced  to  leave  the  staff  as  minor  key  editor  because  of 
the  accelerated  program,  plus  duties  in  the  home  guard.  The  sophomore  understudy  com- 
mittee, a group  added  to  the  Key  staff  in  1941,  was  put  in  complete  charge  of  that  sec- 
tion of  the  book.  This  committee,  chosen  by  the  Sophomore  class,  was  composed  of 
Betty  Galloway,  Fred  Geiser,  Howard  Higley,  Carol  Reemtsma  and  Jim  Rizek. 

Through  it  all,  the  staff  has  tried  to  do  creditable  work  and  to  do  it  on  time — a real 
task  which  few  outside  the  staff  could  appreciate. 
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Again  ofTcred  at  the  University  of  Dubuque  this  year  was  the  Civil  Pilots’  Training 
Course,  a government  project  to  train  college  students  in  the  rudiments  of  flying.  Each 
semester  ten  students  who  passed  the  written  and  physical  exams  were  allowed  to  take 
the  course.  The  major  costs  of  the  instruction  were  paid  by  the  government  with  a small 
tuition  fee  required  of  the  student.  The  semester’s  Instruction  was  climaxed  by  a cross- 
country flight  — Cedar  Rapids-Waterloo-Dubuque. 

Prof.  R.  W.  Boydston,  head  of  the  department  of  physics,  acted  as  co-ordinator  the 
first  semester.  Ground  school  was  in  the  charge  of  Woodrow  Radle  and  Rosemary  Gib- 
son, while  actual  flight  instruction  was  under  the  direction  of  Reed  Every. 

Those  completing  the  first  semester’s  course  were  Herbert  Junker,  Erank  Sass,  George 
Swalve,  Al  Newland,  Al  Scheele,  Stanley  Hanse  and  Bob  Collier.  Bert  Leask  and  Bob 
Sellergren  withdrew  to  join  the  armed  forces  of  the  nation,  and  Bill  Ross  withdrew  from 
school. 

Those  enrolled  in  the  course  for  the  second  semester  were  John  Alyea,  Kenneth  Cristy, 
Tommy  Pickard,  Warrington  Wick,  Paul  Watters,  Harlan  Chesterman  and  Ered  Geiser, 
all  from  the  University  of  Dubuque;  and  Josef  Juvik,  Elkader,  Iowa;  Bill  Brewer,  Lan- 
caster, Wisconsin,  and  A.  W.  Latta,  Turkey  River,  Iowa. 

Because  of  the  national  emergency,  only  men  were  allowed  to  take  the  course,  and 
then  only  after  a careful  checkup  on  their  citizenship,  patriotic  attitudes,  and  similar 
important  factors  first  was  made.

Rapidly  gaining  recognition  as  one  of  the  finest  choirs  in  the  country,  the  a cap- 
pella choir  of  the  Univ'ersity  of  Dubuque  continued  its  high  standard  of  performance 
again  this  year.  Prof.  Noel  J.  Logan,  with  his  group  of  forty-six  chosen  voices,  has  car- 
ried an  inspiring  message  across  the  entire  eastern  half  of  the  nation. 

The  Sermon  in  Song  reached  audiences  from  the  Mississippi  to  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
during  the  extensive  spring  tour  which  was  climaxed  by  the  annual  home  concert  on 
March  18.  From  Washington,  D.  C.,  the  choir  broadcast  a program  of  their  best-loved 
music.

Sinee  the  deelaration  of  war  ojt  December  7,  however, 
a noticeable  inerease  in  student  concern  lor  the  welfare  of 
this  natuin  has  become  ex  ident,  and  men  from  Dubuque  are 
now  serving  their  country  with  still  more  enthusiasm  and 
willingness.  Not  waiting  to  be  drafted,  nor  even  to  be  re- 
classified, both  student  and  faculty  men  arc  responding  al- 
most daily  to  the  needs  of  the  nation. 

Dubuque  women,  too,  realizing  the  importance  of  the 
part  they  can  play  in  the  defense  of  their  country,  arc  doing  all  they  can  to  help.  Knit- 
ting, of  course,  has  been  the  chief  activity  among  the  girls  on  the  campus  for  almost  two 
years.  At  Christmas  time  this  year,  knowing  how  much  the  soldiers  miss  home  cooking, 
a group  of  home  economics  girls  baked  and  sent  countless  cookies  to  Dubuque  men  in 
camps  all  over  the  country. 

Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  service  done  by  any  girl  on  the  University  campus,  how- 
ever, is  that  in  which  Betty  Temp,  sophomore,  is  engaged.  Having  passed  a civil  service
